Mrs. Torturici 
speaks 
very little 


English, but seems to understand ev- 
erything that is said to her. 


"When asked how she felt after view- 


Ing the body of the man her husband 
is believed to have 
murdered 
and 


quartered, she gasped: 


"Por Dio; it was wrong: they are 


not men to do that." 


"Do you think your husband killed 


Vilardo?" she was asked. . 


"I think so. but.I do not know. The 


men quarreled and I left. 
I know 


'- nothing more. If Pletro had been jeal- 


ous he wcjld have killed me, too." 
, • "Were you .frlejdly with Vilardo?" 


"Just friendly*' she replied, weari'y, 


"just friendly, 'that is all." 


Then Police Surgeon Jones arrived 


to examine the unfortunate woman. He 
said that her condition, bordering on 
nervous prostration, was no proof of 
guilt; that any woman, especially a 
frail one, would succumb to the ordeal 
to which Mrs. Torturici-had been sub- 
jected. 
..' 


"It is true that the woman is In a 


deplorable state physically, but that is 
due to the exciting 
scenes ' through 


which she has passed, "said Dr. Jones.

VIEWS THE BODY. 


It was upon the request of District 


Attorney Byington that Mrs. Torturic 
was forced to view the ubrpse of the 
murdered man, as recorded in 
TH-E 


TRIBUNE last evening. 


Yesterday morning it was suggested 


that the accused woman be taken to 
the Morgue to see the butchered body 
of the Mafia's victim,' but Captain of 
Detectives Burnett objected. 


"It would do little good," said he, 


"and would create .public sentiment in 
favor of the woman." 


But District Attorney Byington .fa- 


vored the old method of confronting 
the accused person with the supposed 
victim, and the chief of the detective 
bureau finally consented. 


Supported by Detectives Ed Gibson 


and McMahon, Mrs. Torturici was lee 
to the autopsy room of the Morgue, 
where the dismembered body of .Vilar- 
do lay upon a slab. At "the threshold 
the babe was taken from the mother's 
arms. . One step inside the chamber of 
death and the woman threw her arm 
across her eyes and would have fallen 
had it not been for the support of the 
officers. 


"Por Dio," she 'shrieked, "for God's 


sake, no!" 


Then she turned -and with all her 


frail strength fought the two burly po- 
licemen who held her until she reached 
the corridor. •. 


Screaming and 
calling upon 
the 


saints in' her native tongue to protect 
her, the woman was led back to Cap- 
tain Burnett's office, where he and the 
District Attorney 
again 
questioned 


her. 
She replied as she had done be- 


fore the trying ordeal. 


Suddenly the blood-stained blanket 


and shawl in which 
the ' body was 


wrapped and the cleaver that dismem- 
bered the body were exposed to view. 
Again she shrieked, and again she re- 
peated her story. 


ENDURES TORTURE. 


All this torture could not wring from 


the daughter of the Mafia the confes- 
sion which the police believe she will 
eventually make. 
They have thrust 


her into the presence of the dead, have 
temporarily deprived her of her child, 
have shown her the ghastly relics of 
the crime; but it has been without 
results save to prostrate her physical- 
ly and mentally. 


"La Mafiosa never was betrayed," is 


a familiar quotation in the Qaartier 
Latin. 


"When Captain Burnett was 
asked 


today whether he would take away the 
babe permanently, he repjied that he 
would not, although yesterday he was 
convinced that by doing so he could 
force a confession from the mother. 


Captain Burnett has now returned to 


his first theory that the crime was the 
result of domestic trouble; that Tor- 
turici killed Vilardo because of jeal- 
ousy. But the men who are working 
under the captain think 
differently, 


and every detective who is working on 
the case is taking precautions that the 
warnings they have received from the 
Mafia are not carried out.

j painted he set to work to scrape the 


vqrnish In one of the rooms. 


He was using one of the burners, 


such as painters use to moisten the 
varnish, and was in a stooping: posi- 


I tion when- the thing 
suddenly 
ex- 


iploded. The pieces struck him in the 
stomach.'but did not go with sufficient 
force to go through him. The fla'me, 
however, swept up into his face and 


his throat and cnin were burned to a 
crisp, tJie skin hanging in shreds. The 
heat was so intense that it melted the 
glasses in his spectacles. 


His clothes caught on fire and with 


a scream he ran out of the house ill an, 
endeavor to get to a watering trough 
where he could throw himself in, but 
without being able to see he stumbled 
and fell and rolled 
about 
on 
the 


ground. Mrs. Gibbons ran out to him 
with a blanket and finally succeeded 
in putting out the fire.'

JAP SQUADRON. 


According to the admiralty's infor- 


mation the Japanese have had an ob- 
servation squadron in the waters off 
Labuan. British Borneo, where they. 
took the same t advantage of British 
neutrality as .Hojestvensky 
did of 


French neutrality at Madaeascar and 
this squadron is .believed to have been 
summoned by Jap'anese scouts to1 re- 


main In touch with the Russians un- 
til they go north to the Straits of 
Formosa, where, it is believed here. 
a battle will occur. 


Considering the vital nature..of _.the. 


'issue, the1 admiralty is 
inclined 
to 


think that Admiral Togo will not dar» 
to send.ships to Vladivostok or leave 
vessels behind him to cope with the 
Russian vessels at that port and that 
the Japanese coast and the transport 
fleet will practically 'have to shift for 
themselves, until the naval battle ,1s 
fought. 
The principal coast cities 


of Japan are well protected, by forti- 
fications, and the Russian bruisers at 
Vladivostok not being heavily armor- 
ed could not attack them, but 'ha"ic 
could be created among the Japanese 
transports and commercial ships. 


So far 'as ascertainable, Rojestven- 


sky has no intention of putting into 
Saigon, .the entrance to that port be- 
ing narrow, but it Js believed he will 
remain in the open sea.

TO CLEAN SHIPS. 


It is learned that the Russian ships 


have on board patent appliances con- 
sisting of steel brushes attached to a 
sort of bellyband, which, running under 
the vessel, can be used quite effectively 
to clean the bottom. 
The speed

BALLOT MACHINES SCORE 


A BIG SUCCESS. 


Worked Like Clocks Yesterday at 


'Berkeley, BakersfiehT 
^ 


and San Rafael. 


BERKELEY, April 11.—For the first 


time in the history of Alameda. county 
an election was held in this city with 
voting 
machines. 
Twelve United 


States Standard 
Voting Machines 


were used. Nearly 3,500 votes were 
cast in the twelve precincts. 
The 


polls closed at B o'clock. In the Third 
.ward lour hundred and seventy-four 
votes were cast on the machine and to 
show how quickly the results were ob- 
tained, the count was completed in 
three and a half minutes and in five 
minutes the returns were in the City 
Clerk's office, 
'• 
. ' 


The contest was one of the most ex- 


citing in the history of the city. There 
were two tickets in the field, the Re- 
publican ticket and the Non-Partisan 
ticket. 
"The vote was nearly as large as that 


in the last Presidential election. The 
principal fight was on City Marshal. 
August 'v'ollmer defeated Charles T. 
Kerns, who has held the office for sev- 
eral year, winning by 1537 majority. 
The machines ' were watched with a 
great deal, of interest. 
Public offi- 
cials from San Francisco, Vallejo and 
Oakland were present and showed a 
great deal of Interest. The machines 
did everything that was claimed for 
them. 
The- ballots were cast faster 
than the tally clerks could tally the 
voters' names.- 
Wherever there was 
any delay in voting, it was because the 
officers of election could not find the 
names of the voters fast enough. The 
avera-ge time for .voting for sixty votes 
taken at random was less than a jalf 
a minute each. 
Many of the voters 
cast their vote in .five seconds at the 
machine.' Under the Australian system 
nearly three minutes-were-required to 
cast a. ballot. There was a great deal 
of scratching. 
The "entire 
returns 


were In the City Clerks' office from all 
over the city in twenty-five minutes. 
The newspapers were out 'in special 
editions with tabulated statements in- 
side of an hour and a half. 


Throughout the1 entire city, in every 
precinct the voters had no difficulty in 
using the machines and the majority 
of them scratched their ticket. In the 
precinct where the Deaf. Dumb and 
Blind Asylum is situated, several of 
the blind students voted without diffi- 


culty and without assistance. One of 
them stated that he voted a split ticket 
easily. 
Frank C. Jordan, general agent lor 
the Voting Machine Company, was in 
evidence all day^at the different pre- 
cincts, boosting the machines and re- 
ceiving the ' congratulations of the 
voters.

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Revivals Versus True Religion. 


Rev. Charles R. Brown, pastor oi the First Congregational 


Church, and noted as much for his shrewd common sense as for hisj 
pulpit eloquence, has written for the Pacific a commentary on the 
Oakland revival that is worthy of the study of all thoughtful Chris- 
tians. It is in Dr. Brown's best vein, minus the shrewd humor which 
so often sauces his sermons and addresses. 
After speaking of the 


series of great meetings, accompanied by the usual emotional demon- 
strations, he laments that something was lacking in the spirit of it all 
and the result pitifully small. He says: 


"During the meetings large choruses of young people faithfully 


practiced and loyally sang the merry tunes which were used almost to 
the exclusion of the great hymns which have voiced the worship and 
aspiration of Christendom. Scores of young men seived night after 
night as ushers in caring for the crowds, and hundreds of our most 
devoted people were present at all the services as personal workers. 
The theater billboards all over the city showed huge posters inviting 
people to the meetings, twenty-five thousand cards of invitation were 
person?lly delivered at as many homes, and the town was sown thick 
day after day with cards by the tens of thousands announcing the 
meetings for the next day. Xor have the unseen forces been for- 
gotten, for it was plain to everybody that though Paul may plant and 
Apollos may v. ater, some one else must give the increase. It has been 


Torturing a Friendless Woman 


The treatment by,the police of the Tortorici woman, as reported 


in the San Francisco papers, is a barbarous and shocking abuse of 
authority. 
It is as illegal as it is brutal and inhuman. The miserable 


•creature has been held in close confinement for days—which is justi- 
fiable enough under the circumstances—and constantly put through 
a terrifying cross-examination, accompanied by dire threats and ac- 
cusations with no friendly witness or attorney present (which is both 
unlawful and cruel) that some confession of guilt or knowledge of 
guilt may be extorted. 
The police dragged her shrieking into the 


presence of the mangled body of the murdered Vilardo, and held her 
there screaming and shuddering in superstitious terror while they 
questioned her in fierce threatening tones. They threatened to take 
away her five months old ba.be if she did not confess, and in many 
ways practiced torture and intimidation on this poor friendless woman. 


It is all revoltingly horrible. 
That such unlawful tortures can 


be practiced on accused persons in a great city like San Francisco 
is a reproach to its inhabitants. It is singular that the story of them 
is published in the press without a single note of disapproval. 
It is 


doubly strange that a woman can be subjected-to such atrocious 
treatment without a word of protest. 


It is axiomatic in our system of jurisprudence that every person 


is presumed to be innocent until proved guilty. 
It is also a funda- 


mentaJ principle of law that no one can be punished in advance of 
trial and conviction in accordance with prescribed forms. Under no 
circumstances is torture admissible. Yet we have punishment and 
torture in advance of trial—punishment for suspected instead of es-

Was Dr. Brown among these? We doubt it, for Dr. Brown is too 


sane and honest a man with himself to be misled by the mere sound and 
fury of devotional exercise given forth in the absence of that exalted 
spirit which from time to time spontaneous!} moves whole communities 
to quit their fields, their workshop, their counting rooms, their pleas- 
ures and pastimes—and even their sins, to commune together, in self- 
examinaron and repentance, in wrapt contemplation of the majesty 
and mere) of the Creator. 
He knows that all the external manifes- 


tations of these spontaneous gatherings to praise God and deplore sin- 
fulness are a vain show if the multitude be not moved by the spirit, 
does not feel its impulse from within instead of without. The pro- 
fessional evangelist can no more set that spirit to working than can a 
clown in a circus. Stage settings, scenery and actors do not make a 
revival any more than the rite of baptism can make righteousness. 
That \\t have not misinterpreted Dr. Brown is proved by this para- 
graph : 


"Personally I do not believe that the more thoughtful people of 


any community will be really moved by religious teaching which ig- 
nores, as completely ss these evangelists are doing, the whole modern 
point of view of theology, the well-established results of recent Bibli- 
cal scholarship and the present emphasis on social service as the main 
expression of religious life. 
In all the sermons and addresses to 


which I listened (and I attended every meeting in our district,—mid- 
night meeting, theater services, and aJl), I never heard a single sen- 
tence indicating that they were conscious of the fact that a mass- of 
social injustice lies heavy upon the hearts of God's people, that pro- 
fessing Christians share in the responsibility for certain inequalities 
so glaring as to be cruel, or that the increasing application of the prin- 
ciples of the Sermon on the Mount to industrial conditions is one of 
the most imperative duties at the present time. 
No one expected 


that the evangelists would enter upon any sort of social propaganda, 
but there was time to give a whole afternoon to the consideration of 
the exceeding sinfulness of a family game of whist or of a company 
of young people dancing together; there was time to argue the 
''spiritual ineffectiveness" of the man who does not believe that Moses 
wrote the Pentateuch or who doubts the single authorship of the book 
of Isaiah, but the note of social responsibility was never once struck 
in niy hearing. Such a distribution of time and interest seemed to 
many like tithing mint, anise and cummin, to the omission of the 
weightier matters of justice and mercy."

IN NEW MEXICO. 


George and Vernon Gates Are Shot 


While Resisting Arrest After 


a Bold Robbery. 


SAN FRAKCISCO, April 11.—Geo. 


and1 Vernon Gates, the Copley train 
robbers, whom the 
Southern 
Pacific 


and Wells-Fargo detectives have been 
eagerly looking for 
ever 
singe 
the 


commission of the robbery of March 
31 of last year, have paid the penalty 
of their many offenses and now lie 
•buried in unmarked graves on the out- 
skirts of Lordsburg, X. M. This in- 
formation was received yesterday by 
John F. Seymour, chief of the Wells, 
Fargo & Co.'s secret agents, from De- 
tective J. N. Thacker, who is now in 
Lordsburg. whither lie started a week 
ago last Saturday on receipt of in- 
formation that 
the 
Gates 
brothers 


were in that locality. 
Thacker had 


hardly arrived in New Mexico when 
two men, who have since been iden- 
tified as the Gates brothers, were shot 
by a Sheriff's posse. 


According to the message received 


by Captain Seymour two men held up 
a saloon In Lordsburg on March 15 
and with their loot hurried ofC to the 
mountains. Sheriff McGrath of Lords- 
burg immediately otganized a posse 
and started in pursuit. After a 
hot 


chase the posse overtook the robbers 
at the town of Separ and when the 
two men showed resistance they were 
killed. The youthful 
appearance of 


.the dead men caused the authorities 
of Lordsburg to institute an investi- 
gation with a 
view 
of 
discovering 


their identity, "which, it is said was 
finally effected through 
photographs 


of the Gates brothers then in the pos- 
session of one of the Southern Pacific 
representatives of the Pinkerton De- 
tective Agency of Chicago. 


THACKER IDENTIFIES BODIES. 
Learning tint 
Detective 
Thacker 


was scouting along the southern bor- 
der in search of George and Vernon 
Gates, the authorities of 
Lordsburg 


communicated with him, and arriving 
at Lordsburg 
the 
San 
Franciscan 


promptly completed the work of iden- 
tification. Thacker's message to Cap- 
tain Seymour reads as follows: 


"LORDSBURG, N. Mex., April 10.— 


Captain Seymour, Special W. F1.—Just 
returned from Parral, Mexico. I find 
that George Gates and Vernon Gates 
held up a- saloon in 
Lordsburg, 
N. 


Mex., on the 15th of March and were 
followed to Separ, X. Mex., by Mc- 
Grath and pos&e and were killed while 
resisting arrest. 
They recovered the 


six-shooters and all the money that 
wns taken from 
the saloon. Bodies 


were brought back here to Lord&burg 
and buried. There is no ciuestion as 
to the identity of the men, so, you can 
notify the father, who lives in Ala- 
meda, Cal., and I will send in photo- 
graphs as soon as I can get them. I 
am thoroughly 
satisfied 
because 
I 


have seen some of the profs. George 
has gunshot wounds as described in 
circular. 
J. X. THACKER." 


Captain Seymour said 
la.st 
night 


that he uas fully satisfied that the 
men killed at Separ were George and 
Vernon Gates. Several weeks ago the 
express company was advised that the 
Gates boys had been seen 
in 
New- 


Mexico, apparently making 
for 
the 


border, and Detective Thacker, 
who 


was familiar with all the incidents of 
the 
Copley 
robbery, 
immediately f 


started south with the idea of heading 
the robbers off and capturing them. 
It was Thacker's plan of intercept- 
ing the men before they could reach 
Mexico that accounts for the detec- 
tive's presence in Pa,rral. from which 
place he was summoned to Lordsburg. 


D A R I N G AFFAIR RECALLED. 


The Copley robbery was a daring 


affair that cost Express Messenger W. 
J. O'Xeil his life and brought nothing 
to the robbers in the way of booty. On 
the night of March 31, 1901, *hp south- 
bound Oregon express was held up at 
Copley. Shasta county, by three men. 
"When they 
called 
upon 
Messenger 


O'Xeil to open the door of his car he 
refused. 
The robbers then forced a 


bra-keman to rap on the door and when 


O'Neil opened it 
a 
little way and 


showed 
himself he 
was, shot 
dead. 


Then the robbers entered the car and, 
placing a package of dynamite on top 
of the express safe, retreated a dis- 
tance and touched the explosive 
off. 


Unfortunately for their plan, however, 
the main part of the safe, in which was 
stored much coin, was not 
destroyed 


by the explosion. 
Consequently the 


robbers got nothing for 
their daring 


but murderous work. 
Realifing that 


their time was.precious the robbers cut 
off from the train the first locomotive, 
and boarding it ordered the engineer 
to convey them to a point near Kes- 
wick, where they alighted and disap- 
peared in the darkness of 
tlie night, 


The next seen of the robbers was four 
days later, while they were making 
heir way northward, and the fact that 
hey had 
formerly lived in 
Arnadoi 


county and were acquainted with mm- 
ng caused the detectives, 
to believe 


.hat the men were heading for 
the 


extreme northern part oC tlie State. 


T H I R D MAN STILL MISSING, 
Their identity was not discovered by 


he 
detectives 
until a month later, 


vhen Patrick Crowley, then chief of 
he secret agents' bureau of the South- 
'i-ri Pacific, learned 
through 
inter- 


epted letters addressed to a woman 
in Shasta county, that George Gates 
was the leader of the trio of robbers. 
Later it was learned that his brother 
was with him on the night of the hold- 
up and that the third man was. James 
Arnet. who had also been engaged in 
mining in Northern California, and like 
the Gates boys', had been suspected of 
many crimes, but had eluded 
arrest 


and conviction through the failure of 
iiis victims to properly identify him. 


Rewards were offered for the arrest 


of the trio and their photographs were 
scattered broadcast, but from the night
